4 eoA Proclamation for preventing Diſorders in the Night-time, in 
the Garriſen of Oxrorv. 
Ca |HEREAS Wechavebeen informed, that many and great Diſorders have been, and are 
W frequently Committed in this Garriſon of Oxford, both in the Evenings, andin the Night 
time. And the Lords and Commons of Parliament here Aſſembled at Oxford have beſought 
Us, That by Our immediate Warrant and Command, ſuch Diſorders may forthe future be 
prevented and ſuppreſt, And thatall perſons of w har degree or quality ſoever they be, may 
be inhibited and reſtrained from committing the like hereafter, We have therefore thought 
firto publiſh this Our Proclam' |, «nd dv hereby ſtraitly charge and command all Heads 
of Coiledges and Halls within this Our Univerſity of Oxford, and all Inhabitants in Hou- 
ſes opening into any Stieer, Lane, orplace of Common paſſzge withinthis City and Garri- 
ſon of Oxford, that every Evening upon ſhutting in of day-light,and when the Nights {hall be dark they cauſe Lights 
to be hung up beforetheir Colledges, Halls,and dwelling Houles reſpeCtively,towards or intothe Streets, Lanes,and 
Common Paſſages, to continue burning till the Tap-too be beaten. And thatno Perſon or Perſons of any degree or 
quality ſoever; ſhall after the beating of the Tap-too, ſtay or continue in any Taverne Victualing-bouſe,or Ale-houſe, or in 
any other houſe or place, where Wine, Ale, Beere,or Vittual: ſhall be ſold or retayled, unlefle it be ſuch Perſonor Per» 
ſonsas are, or ſhallbe Lodged or Quartercd inany ſuch houſe; And farther, That no keeper of any Taverse,Viftual- 
ing-bouſe,or Ale-houſe, ſhall permit or ſuffer any Perſon or Perſons whatloever,to continue eating or drinking inany 
ſuch Houſe, aficr therime aforeſaid; Andif any Perſon or Perſons being in any ſuch Houle, ſhall afcerthetime afore- 
ſaid refuſe togoe or depart from thence : then the Maſter or Keeper of any ſuch Houſe, ſhall make the ſame knowne at 
the Maine-Guard,, to the end, that by aſſiſtance from thence , ſuch Perlons may be removed and carryed tothe 
Guard; And incaſe he ſhall not crave ſuch alsiſtance,the Maſter or Keeper of the Houle, aſwellas the Perions ſo re- 
fuſingto deparc, ſhall b* taken ang carryed tothe Guards, anc puniſhed according to their demerits. And farther, We

doe hereby Charge and Command all Perſons of what degree? whatſoever, that after the beatingofthe Tap-too, They * 


repaire to, and keep withintheir Lodgings,without noyſe or diſturbance in the Streets. And We doc Charge andre« 
quire the Governour of Our {aid Garriſon of Oxford, That he cauſe thele Our Orders and Commands to be ſtrait! 

and punctually obſerved, and topuniſh all ſuch as ſhall offendor doe to the contrary, by putting them in Guard or 
otherwiſe, as is uſed in Garriſon Townes in time of Warre, without any Connivance or diſtin&ion of Perſons 


whatſoever. Given at Our Court at Ox roRD, this Third of February , in the One and Twentieth yeare of Our 
Reigne. 1645. /
